An officer’s wife has been put to death for hav- 
ing in her possession a valuable jewel, which be- 
longed to the royal family. At the time the heir 
apparent was executed, report says, that many 
who were supposed to be of his party, and had 
money, were also executed. Notwithstanding 
the king’s severity to his ownsubjects, who have 


been so unfortunate as to incur his displeasure, 


the foreigners, who have visited him, speak well 
of his treatment towards them. 

Some time in the present month the king’s 
eldest son is to be married to one of prinée M. - 
kara’s daughters, and it is supposed that this son 
will become heir apparent to the throne, as he is 
the son of the king’s head wife, or the present 
How such a measure will meet the 
wishes of the prince of Prome and the prince of 
Paghan, sons of the king by one of his inferior 
wives, it is difficult tosay.

THE POPULAR PREACHER. 
Some few months ago [ had occasion to make 


a journey to one of our northern cities, and hav- | , 
| Was not so popular, but | was happy in my God. | 


ing heard that my kinsman and college-mate, 
Willoughby, had been called from a flourishing 
and spiritual congregation in the country to one 
of the large churches of that city, I resolved to 
go to hear him preach. Having ascertained that 
he was to fiil the pulpit on Sunday evening, | ac- 
cordingly attended. ‘The church was large and 
splendid. I obtained a seat as near to Willoughby 
as I could. His appearance was considerably 
altered. He had lost the freshness of complex- 
ion he possessed in the country ; he was thin and 
wan. His eyes were sunken ; time had thinned 
the fiowing honors of his head; and time, and 
probably, in a still greater degree, care had fur- 
rowed his forehead with deep indentations. 1 
could not help being surprised when he pro- 
nounced his text. His voice appeared changed. 
Whether he had fallen into the fashionable pro- 
nunciation among orators, or whether he con- 
ceived it to be more consonant with the dignity of 
the pulpit to assume a ’ ivery, his 


‘enunciation of the text and of the exordium was 


different from the artless style which had marked 
his earlier mode of preaching. ‘There was too 
much attempt at effect ; too much display of self; 
too much consciousness of what was expected of 
him ; too great a desire to please the fastidious 
and fashionable part of the congregation. 

After being sometime attracted by his delivery, 
L adverted with much interest to the matter of 
his discourse. His sermon was not extemporane- 
ous, as were his former sermons ; it was written. 
And I was sorry to observe, that there was not 
that same depth of thought, that fund of evan- 
gelical matter, that copious dwelling on the doc- 
trines uf grace, for which, some years previous, 
his praise was in all the churches. His emphases 
were more correct ; his intonations were more 
judicious ; his readings more rhetorical : but at 
times there would he discovered a studious desire 
to please, an attention to style excessive and un- 
called for, which had a tendeney to obstruct the 
religious emotions of the devout, and indeed, to 
give an air of stiffness to his whole manner. His 
sermon evidently had too much ornament ; there 
was too great an exuberance of metaphor. And 
it seemed to have been written in haste, and with 
a dependence on past stores, instead of being 
fraught with treasures freshly drawn from the 
rich mine of scriptural lore. 

The next day I determined to pay him a friend- 
ly visit. I rang his bell about the middle of the 
afternoon. I was usheredinto a parlor by a ser- 
vant, who informed me Mr. Willoughby was lying 
down. I could not help shaking my head, when 
surveying the gay furniture which graced his par- 
lor. “Things were not thus at ,” thought 


Willoughby cau down. His manner was at 
first cold and reserved. ‘ You appear, cousin 
Willoughby, in more infirm health than when | 
saw you last.’ ‘Iam not so well, indeed,’ said 
he ; ‘ but I intend to go to the waters, where I 
hope I shall be recruited.’ ,‘Your congregation, 
I presume, is flourishing in. imental reli- 
gion ?’

The report says of the population : 

“ There will be found about 28,000 white chil. 
dren and 7000 colored children under 15 years of 
age. About 7000 can read, leaving 21,000 un- 
able toread. Deduct 10,000 for those under 5 
years of age, and you have still 11,000 white 
children of an age to be at school, yet never at- 
tending one. What a state of things is this! 
More than 10,000 white children and 5000 color- 
ed children over 5 years of age, growing up with- 
out any moral or literary training, young savages, 
to be the future torment of society ! 

“ If our labors should have been of no farther 
use than to bring to light these alarming facts, 
this would be a sufficient remuneration for all the 
time and expense. ‘I'en thousand young Dela- 
warians neglected by the State, and left to grow 
up with such an education as the Prince of Dark.

INTERESTING FACTS. 

Some interesting facts were elicited during the

P. replied that he used them in the following 
manner, viz.: he took a table spoonful of Jamaica 
rum, and the same quantity of cider, mixed them 
in a tumbler of water, drank a little before dinner, 
a little at dinner, and the remainder was put on 
the mantel-piece to be drank as he felt occasion 
for it.

It is well 
that the public are now informed, from the best 
authority, of the full extent of hic habit in this

REVIVAL AT BROOKLYN, N. Y. 


Extract of a letter to the Editor of the Christian 
Watchman, dated Brooklyn, Feb. 3, 1839.

I am persuaded that your readers wiil be pleas- | 
ed to hear some particulars of an interesting re- 
vival now enjoyed by the first Baptist church in | 
Brooklyn, opposite New York city, under the pas- | 
toral care of Rev. 8. lisley. ‘To-day he gave the | 
hand of fellowship to ninety-four individuals as | 
new members, and last month seventy were re- | 
ceived, nearly all of them by baptism and experi- 
ence. The work began about seven weeks since | 
under the special labors of Eld. Jacob Knapp; | 
who, at the instance of the pastor, was invited 
by the church to spend a few weeks with them 
as an Evangelist. At the period when he com- 
menced his labors, religious feeling was at a low 
ebb, not only in the church, but in all the city of 
Brooklyn. Now it is far different. The Presby- 
terian and Methodist churches are waking from 
their slumbers, and we anticipate a rich and glori- 
ous harvest of souls. The converts embrace all 
conditions in life ; the old and the young, rich 
and poor, have all met at the cross, 

As to measures, some of them are old, and some 
are new ; but all tend to the conversion of sin- 
ners. ‘The fastidious find fault, the wicked rage, 
while the great body of believers rejoice, and bid 
him God speed. 

In the Stanton Street Baptist church, New 
York city, under the care of Rev. George Bene- | 
dict, a precious revival is also in progress. Yes- 
terday bro. Benedict baptized fifty-two in the 
Eastriver. his is a large and growing interest, 
almost entirely built up since 1830, under the 
fuithful labors of its present pastor.

At oue crisis of the 
meetings, nearly 200 came forward for prayers ; 
a great part of whom have since found peace in 
believing. Since the commencement of our meet- 
ings, we have had occasion frequently to visit our 
Jordan; and brethren Green, Baker and myself, 
have had the privilege of leading 150 willing 
converts down into the liquid tomb. Quite a

CONGRESS. 

Monday, Feb. 11.--Io Senate. Mr. Wall made a 
long spceci in defence of his report against Mr. Crit- | 
tenden’s bili for preventing government officers from | 
interfering with elections. 

This was resolution day in the House. Mr. Slade) 
brought in a resolution, as follows: Whereas, on the | 
30th inst., there were driven by the doors of the Cap- 
itol of the United States in view of members of both 
Houses of Congress, thirty men, chained and hand- | 
cuffed, together with twenty women and children; 
and whereas, there are circumstances which justify 
a strong suspicion that it was for no offence against 
the laws of the United States, or of any of the states, 
that said men, women and children were chained, 
hand-enuffed, aud driven, &c. Resolved, Thata Se- 
lect Committee of seven members of the House be 
forthwith appointed to enquire into the authority un- 
der which these people were so treated, of what they 
had been guilty, and what was done with them, &c. 
The resolution lies over. 

Many other resolutions were offered, and a bill 
was introduced, on leave, to provide for taking the 
next census. 

Tuesday, Feb. 12.--In the Senate, Mr. Tallmadge 
offered a resolution of inquiry, calling upon the Ia- 
dian Department for information in relation to con- 
tracts, which was adopted. 

Mr. Rives addressed the Senate against the reporty 
of Mr. Wall, on the bill to prevent the interference 
of office-holders in elections, and at the close of his 
remarks offered a preamble and resolutions express- 
ing doctrines contrary to those contained in the report.
